The ſaid Charles and Elizabeth axe Infants very young, and the Remainders, to which they arc entituled, are 
only expeQant upon the Determination of the ſaid term for three hundred years 3 ſo that the fame can never 
take cffeCt in poſſellion to the advantage of the ſaid Infants, or cither of them, or of their Childrens Children, 


There is a neceſſity that the Premiſes muſt be ſold for the diſcharging of the ſaid Debt of Five thouſand 
Pounds, and the Intereſt 3 and though the ſaid William firſt named hath power to (ell che ſaid Term for three 
hundred years, yet the ſelling of that Eſtate without the Inheritance will be a very great diladvantage, and will

Note, There is one particular Farm which is excepted out of the faid Bill, and intended not to be 
ſold, in regard it hath formerly been pretended , that there was ſome Conveyance made .. 
thereof to one IVilliam Combes late of Grys-Inn Efqz deceaſed, fince the Veſting of the ſaid 
Term for three hundred years in Sir Robert Carr and his Co-Trujtees : for which reaſon, 
albcit the ſaid Conveyance (if any ſuch were) cannot affect the Eſtate, yct in regard there 1s. 
no abſolute neccſſity to ſell that Farm, the ſame being now Letten but for Twenty Pounds _ 
per aznum Rent, and for that it is not intermixed with the reſt of the: Premiſcs 3 the inten- 
tion of the Parties being to diſpoſe the Surplus of the Moneys to be raiſed in the Purchaſing 
of Lands, they have reſolved to keep this Farm unſold in the condition it now ſtands, to 


avoid Oppoſitions, rather than to (ell it, and Purchaſe other Lands with the Moneys to bg. 4
